(Same ministers apparently felt 
that "(the Defence Coremittee were 
too large, the Premier would inevi- 
tably revert to her former practice 
of discussing and deciding vital de- 
fence issues in a smaller, informal 
forum -— nicknamed “the kitchen 
cabinet." 

Mrs. Meir had undertaken to La- 
bour’s partners in the coalition ne- 
gotiations that this practice would 
cease — hence her desire to create 
a Defence Committee, substantially 
smaller ‘than the Cabinet, with which 
she could work efficiently on de- 
fence affairs.

‘New round soon of 
Cairo-Jerusalem talks’

U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger expects an Israel-Syrian 
disengagement accord to be achieved 
next month, Cairo's sem{-official 
“Al-Gomhourlya" newspaper re- 
ported yesterday. 

Quoting well-informed Egyptian 
sources, the paper's diplomatic cor- 
respondent said Dr. Kissinger has 
formulated “a number of basic 
principles” on an accord following 
contacts with ‘Syria, Israel and 
Egypt. 

‘Kisalnger wili discuss those prin- 
ciples with the Kremlin leaders 
during his current visit to Moscow, 
“Al-Gomhourlya” added. 

The paper again asserted yester- 
day that a Syrian military delega-

for disengagement talks next Fri- 
day, the date set for Defence Mi- 
nister Moshe Dayan's arrival there 
for the same purpose. The State 
Department spokesman announced 
in Washington on Saturday that it 
had been notified by Damascus that 
a Syrian representative would arrive 
around April 10 or 11. 


The Washington talks are ex- 
pectéd to last two weeks, following 
which Kissinger will return to the 
region on his fifth Middle East tour 
to hammer out an accord between 
Damascus and Jerusalem on troop 
disengagement along the Golan 
front. “Al-Gomhouriya” said. The 
paper added that implementation of 
the “accord would probably take 
about three weeks. 

Dr. Kissinger had been in close 
touch with Egyptian leaders over 
the past few days on his plans for 
an Igrael-Syrian accord and on the 
progress of the military accord be- 
tween Israel and Egypt, the paper 
said. This reference to the Egyptlan 
front could be taken 88 an indica- 
tion that Kissinger has raised with 
Cairo Israel's complaint over Egypt's 
installation of additional artillery 
batteries east of the Suez waterway.

The official Committee bulletin

The bulletin added that the Com- 
mittee would discuss the 1973/74 
budget {ending March 31) after 
the gives the Committee 
its final accounts for 73/74 and re- 
ports on implementation of the out- 
going year's budget. 

Since these final accounts have to 
be approved before March 81, and 
another IL750,000 or so appropriated 
to the President's Office from the 
general reserve, the Finance Com- 
mittee bulletin was merely a tongque- 
in-cheek way of confirming that the 
latest furore concerning alleged 
extravagance in Reit Hanassi, would 
come up soon ai the request of Pin- 
ance Committee members acting 
upon press reports. 

When Uzi Feinerman and Zvi 
Gershuni of the Alignment and Gi- 
deon Patt of the Likud asked yes- 
terday for the Committee to exa- 
mine the allegations, its chairman, 
Israel Kargman, said they could 
only be discussed in the presence 
of the appropriate Treasury official. 
Officials of the President's Office 
will probably be invited too. 

The mos; likely source for the 
leak to the press of the detailed 
information about Presidential over- 
spending is the ‘Treasury itself, 
The Jerusalem Post understands.

Taxmen will 
get more 
in wages

TEL AVIV. — Striking Income Tax 
Department employees and the 
Treasury yesterday reached a com- 
promise which will add an average 
of seven to eight per cent to the 
wages laid down for the men in 
their 1973/74 contract. 


‘The tax men had been demand- 
ing that the Government implement 
recommendations of an arbitration 
committee, which would have given 
them extra pay from 3.7 
to 23 per cent above their contract 
wages.

Seven weeks after beginning his 
lone campaign against Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan, Capt. 
(res.) Motti Ashkenazi yesterday 
told some 5,000 supporters that 
he was stepping down to join a 
nationwide protest movement 
which he had helped catalyze. 

Addressing a rally opposite the 
Prime Minister's office, Ashkenazi 
said he was joining with other 
groups of demobilized soldiers, some 
of whom have held their own de- 
monstrations in front of the Knes- 
set. The leaders of the new move- 
ment are to meet in Tel Aviv on 
Wednesday to draw up a platform 
and fx an organizational frame- 
work, 

“We have made tremendous pro- 
gress in the past few weeks," said 
Ashkenazi. “We have broken through 
the barrier of feeling that the in- 
dividual has no chance in fighting 
against the establishment. But thia 
ig not enough. We have to build 
a national organization. I see my- 
self as a small part of this orga- 
nization. I call upon all who care 
to put themselves at the service of 
the nation through personal involve- 
ment.” 

Be sald the new organization 
would soon begin recruiting mem- 
bers. 

Israeli society was endangered 
not so much by external forces as 
by a deterioration of values, said 
Ashkenazi. “Our priority must be 
to build a better system of values,” 
he said, one in which the individual 
and not the bureaucracy .comes first. 
He called for adapting the economy 
to a long-run emergency situation, 
distributing the national burden 


equally among the population, 
building a social framework for the 
families of mobilized soldiers, bulld- 
ing motivation among all levels of 
the population — particularly the 
young, and removing from the de- 
fence establishment thoge respon-

Another speaker, Ram  Livne, 
said the people wanted a leadership 
that was not cynical and sclf-satis- 
fied, but one that would serve as 
an example of public conscience 
and honesty. “We are the people,” 
said Livne, a paratroop reservist 
major, "We have the strength. We 
will bring change.” 

A third speaker, Moshe Meller, 
said that Dayan had told Ashkenazi 
when they met last month: “Who 
are you, Motti, to fire me? You 
didn't appoint me.” 

“That's true," said Meller, ἃ re- 
servist It.-colonel in the Armoured 
Corps. “The political hierarchy ap- 
pointed him and they will be held 
accountable.”

Mr. Vigolek said on Sunday that 
more than half the 761 heart at- 
tack victims transported to hospital 
by the ambulances during the year 
would have died were it not for 
the first aid treatment and rapid 
diagnoses provided by the service.

UK royal chauffeurs

LONDON (UPI). — Queen Eliza- 
beth ts studying a police report 
urging tighter security for members 
of, the royal family, including train- 
ing for roya] drivers to use their 
cars as battering rams in case of 
ambush, government officials said 
yesterday. 

The officials said a report into 
security gaps around the royal fam- 
ily was hurriedly written by London 
Police Chief Sir Robert Mark after 
last week's kidnap attempt on 
Princess Anne near Buckingham 
Palace. 

Police charged Londoner Ian Ball, 
26, with the attempted murder of 
Anne’s bodyguard, one of four per- 
sons shot and wounded in the at- 
tempt, and said they found a pre- 
pared ransom note. 

Anne told friends ‘the would-be 
abductor got close enough to try to 
pull her from her car in the Mal, 
ἃ broad avenue leading to the pal- 
ace, Her husband, Capt. Mark Phil- 


lips, pulled her back by the other 
arm and managed to lock the door 
keeping the gunman outside. 

The report on improved security 
awaited the Queen on her return 
from a state visit to Indonesia. 

They said among the recommend- 
ations was one calling for royal 
chauffeurs to get training In using 
their cars as battering rams in case 
of danger. They said Anne's driver, 
who was also wounded, could have 
used his two-ton Austin Princess to 
brush aside the Ught Ford Escort 
wh'ch biocked them and escaped 
immediately.

by 19 per cent, mineral exports by 
26 per cent (mainly owing to higher 
world market prices), and exports 
of printing, paper and sundries by 
over 30 per cent. However, the total 
export of manufactured goods, in- 
cluding diamonds, is expected — at 
best — to reach the level of 1973, 
in spite of higher prices. Though 
agricultural exports are expected to 
fare better, they cannot change the 
total outlook. 

On the other hand, imports, which 
were initially expected to reach 
$3,150m. this year, are now expected 
to amount to $3,550m. And this may 
not give the final picture. For, 
while in the first two months of 
1974 exports were up by 10 per 
cent in comparison with the same 
period a year ago, imports went 
up by 41 per cent, as against the 
27 per cent rise forecast. In fact, 
the average price of our imported 
goods has risen much more than 
the average price of the goods we 
export iby 31 and 24 per cent res- 
pectively, over the past year). And 
the adverse affect of this price rise 
will be felt even if the balance of 
trade does not deteriorate, because 
our import volume is so much 
greater than our export volume. 


U.S. orders 
changes in 


DC10 jumboes 


WASHINGTON (AP).— Prompt- 
ed by the Turkish Airlines crash 
that killed 346 persons outside 
Paris on March 3, the U.S. Fe- 
deral Aviation Administration 
has ordered air lines to 
make design changes in DC10 
jumbo jets. 

An FAA directive ordered 
changes in the cargo door Jatch- 
ing mechanism and the warning 
light system of the planes. The 
FAA gave airlines 30 days to 
change the warning light system 
and until July 1 to change the 
latches on cargo doors. 

A spokesman said there are 
about 130 DC10s in service in 
the U.S. The FAA order is not 
mandatory for the 12 DC10s ope- 
rated by overseas airlines. 


Rich oil find 
in Suez Gulf 


CAIRO (Reuter). — A rich offshore 
oilfield has been discovered in the 
Suez Gulf near the Egyptian port 
of Ras Ghareb, the weekly news- 
paper “Akhbar el-Yom” reported 
Saturday. It described the find as 
one of the biggest oilfields in Egypt. 
The gulf is the main oil-producing 
area in Egypt. It has 20 land and 
offshore oilfields with crude reserves 
estimated at 365 million tons.

A-Bei- 
rut newspaper said recently Sadat 
planned to form his own group 
called the “October 6 Movement,” 
named after the first day of last 
autumn’s war. 

Whether the Arab Socialist 
Union, the country’s only author- 
ized political ἔων founded by 


Nasser, would be dissolved remain- 
ed unclear, 
The criticism of Nasser in. ‘the 


Egyptian press coincides with 
Sadat's cultivation of a new re- 
lationship with the United States 
— which the Soviet Union finds 
disturbing — and with growing en- 
couragement of the private séctor, 
which was ignored under Nasser. 

In the most outspoken criticism 
to appear so far, Dr. Demerdash 
Ahmed charged in "Al Ahram” of 
Cairo that the excesses of the 
Nasser era were worse than a 
police state. 

“The centres of power αἱ the 
time launched a campaign of ter- 
ror, degradation and humiliation 
that transfgrmed innocent Egypt 
into a gloomy world of need and 
distress that bag not been witness- 
ed since the Middle Ages," Ahmed 
wrote. 

He described the sequestration of 
private property that Nasser order- 
ed as a “thunderbolt that plunged 
people into instant poverty” and 
was “nothing more than highway 
robbery.” 

Writing in the weekly “Al Mus- 
sawar," Salah Gawdat praise the 
accomplishments of the Nasser era, 
but asserted it was also “full of 
oppression and torture at the 
hands of the visitors at dawn — 
the secret police. It muzzled free- 
dom of expression, suppressed pub- 
Ue Iberties and committed the 


greatest crime in the history of 
justice by the mass dismissal of 
the judiciary.” It took Sadat, he 
added, to establish “new legitimacy 
different in quality, morats and 
practices.” 

The signal for the de-Nasgeriza- 
tion campaign came early in Fe- 
bruary when Sadat sacked the in-

i am certain the founders of Habayta 
are well-intentioned people. However, I 
think it is wrong for them to encourage 
western Jewa to immigrate here 
without the country first providing 
them with some kind of economic base. 
‘Simply put, this means job oppor- 
tunities. 

I have been reading much lately 


about the shortage of jobs in Israel for f 
professionals (or, as they are ἢ 


sometimes called, ‘‘academics"). Now 


it so happens that most young western Κή 


Jews — both men and women — fall 
into this classification. By coming here 
and vying for the few jobs avaliable. 
they will not only be faced with dis: ap 
poixtment, but will be making 
harder for Sabra youth at the same 
time. The latter,.too, are profession- 
minded, and your fine universities and 
the Technion turn out thousands of 
graduates each year. 

I also have more direct information 
on this problem than newspaper 
reports. My son came here with his 
wife and two children three years ago. 
He tells me he simply cannot make 
ends meet on his salary, which is a 
good one by local standards. He says 
this inability to earn a living wage has 
become the main conversation theme 
among the western immigrants with 
whom he became acquainted during 
his stay at the absorption centre, and 
with whom he still maintains contact. 
Many are already winding up their af- 
faira here in preparation for return to 
their countries of origin. 

In view of the above, I believe 
Habayta was born a bit too soon. First, 
Tet us see some action by Israel's 
economic planners to make enough 


jobs available for all. Once that is. 


done, there will be‘no problem what- 
soever in getting people to settle here. 
They will come in droves — without 
any encouragement needed.
